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wondrous Caution of the Peuple on 
both tid:s, in their talking of this 
Union The Lenyth of the Wars be- 
tween England und Scotland, the renew'd 
Animolities on Accoune of Parties in both 
Nations are fuch, chat tis very ftrange to 
obferve, how fhye we are of one another. 
Jn Trade, fo affumingly pofitive the Scots 
will engrofs it, encroach upon our Trade, 
— under-lell our Goods, and under-work our 
— Poor, invade our Manufaétares; on the 
other hand ia Scorland, the Englifh will op-- 
prefs, prohibit, and reftrain us upon all 
QOccafions, in which they may fancy we in- 
terfere withthem Whereas, after 
i] this, on one hand ’tis plain, the Scots 
have neither Occalion nor Inclination, to 
fall vepon our Manufzétures, but have Trade 
and Manufaétures of their own, fufficient

both to employ and enrich them, and want 
nothing but that Intercourfe of Trade, 
which they now capitulate for ; on the 
other hand ’tisevident, the Englifh cannot 
invade or opprefs them in Trade, becaufe 
an open free Communication of Trade, ad- 
mitting the Scots into all the Portsand Co- 
lonies of Britain, isa Capitulation of the 
Treaty, and cannot be alter’d 3 and after 
that the Scots have nothing todefire, nor 
can any Englifh Manufaéture interfere with 
the Scots, Linen, or Fifhery, which are the 
Capital Articles of their Trade; for as to 
their Cattel, England wants as much to have 
them, as the Scors do to part with them, 

and are as great Gainers by the Trade. 
What Bug-bears now do we make to 
fright our {elves on both hands, from that 
Peace, which is our mutual Happinefs, and 
of which the two Nations never had ia 
ike 
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Vike Opportunities P—’Tis hard we fhould 
raile Speétres, and then frart at them our 
felves 3 make imaginary Dithculties, and 
then fancy them true ones; like a certain 
Sort of Liars, who having fram’d a hand- 
fome Tale, make it fo familiar to them by 
often telling it, that at laft they begin to 
believe it themfelves. 

I can liken thefe things really to nothing, 
but to People turning their Back upon their 
own Advantages ; and therefore when the 
QUEEN tells the Nation, that this Union 
will lay a folid Foundation of Peace, 1 can- 
not but believe, Her Majefty concluded it 
a moft moving Argument, and fit to be put 
into the Front of all the reff. 

But that i¢ might want no Explication, 
Her Majefty adds, it will remove all our 
Jealoufies and Sufpicions of one another 5 
and this really is a very conliderable Arti- 
cle———— I mean to prove, that the Union 
will be a foundation of Peace; for c ak 4 
were our Jealouties on either hand remov’d, 
we could not but come toa compleat lafting 
Peace; the very Nature of the thing would 
lead wstoit, for Peace, like the Sun, will 
fhine as foon asever the Interpontcion of 
Clouds is remov’d; ’tisa Light ia it felf, a 
Bleffing in its Nature, asfuchit ever fhines, 
and nothing can hinder or eclipfe it, but 
what comes from us, and by clouding our 
Happinefs, prevents our receiving the Blef- 
fing of its Rays. 

Removing the mutual Jealoutesand Di- 
ftrvft that crond the Minds of the weak on 
both fides, will as naturally incline them to 
Peace, as the Sea on the cealing ofa Sturm 
naturally returns to Calmnefs and a {mouth 
Surface. 

Tis all Jealoufie and Diffidence that 
make fo many Unealineffes on both fides in 
this Ifland,the Remains of Hereditary Feud, 
and the Dregs of that Inheritance of An- 
tipathy,which is mutually defcended to both 
Nations from their inveterate Anceftors. 

To apply this tothe Church Part, how 
are the two feveral.Churches in the Ifland, 
like the Boy and the Bears the Boy runs 
from the Bear, and the Bear runs fiom the 
Boy, afraid of one another; when reaily 
the Bear has no Deiign to hurt the Boy, 
nor the Boy any Capacity to hurt the Bear;
